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COUNCIL TO PROBE SERIOUSLY 

ACQUISITION OF PARCELS 1, 2,15

City council will hold a special committee of the whole meeting 
on Monday, March 15, to explore various aspects of the question 
of whether the city should purchase pai'cels 1, 2, and 15. This de¬ 
cision was made by council at its regular meeting on Monday, 
March 8, after receiving a preliminary report from city manager 
James K. Giese on the subject. 

a year. This would amount to an 
increase of approximately 15 cents 
in the city tax rate, based on the 
city's current assessed valuation. 
However, the development of the 
Greenbriar and Glenora apartment 
projects in the next few years could 
raise the city's assessed valuation 
considerably and lower the tax 
rate accordingly. 

Giese said that there are many 
factors to be considered in the land 
purchase. One is the question of 
who should do the purchasing. 
Since some of the savings in not 
having to provide public facilities 
for parcels 1 and 2 would accrue 
to county or other non-city agen¬ 
cies, it may be questioned wheth¬ 
er the city should foot the entire 
bill for the purchase. The . city has 
already asked the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission, and 
the school board to study the fu¬ 
ture development and prospects for 
these parcels. In response, the 
MNCPPC has suggested that a task 
force be set up with city participa¬ 
tion. 

Another factor to consider, Giese 
said, is other capital expenditure 
needs of the city. He mentioned 
proposals for development of newly 
acquired park land, an indoor 
swimming pool, need for increased 
city office space, and road recon¬ 
struction work. 

Any decision to purchase the 
three tracts would be subject to 
approval by the voters at a refer¬ 
endum. In the meantime, the city 
has had indications that the zon¬ 
ing hearing scheduled for March 19 
for parcels 1 and 2 may be post¬ 
poned. 

Council Vacancy 

The next regular meeting of 
council will be held on Monday, 
March 22, at w T hich time Mayor 
Edgar Smith expects council will 
make a choice of a new council 
member to fill the vacancy created 
by Francis White’s resignation. He 
said last Monday night that coun¬ 
cil has not completed its evalua¬ 
tion of the resumes it has received 
to date. A vote of at least three 
members of council is required to 
make the appointment 

College Park Annexation 

The council went on record once 
again in opposing'the College Park 
annexation plan and will present 
testimony in opposition at the public 
hearing, Tuesday, March 16. at the 
College Park city hall. College 
Park proposes to annex nearly all 
of the Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter between the B-W Parkway 
and the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
except for a strip of land running 
along the northern city limits and 
lying east of Indian Creek, Beaver 
Dam Road, and in the vicinity of 
Powder Mill Road. The city of 
Greenbelt generally opposes any 
annexation relating to Research 
Center land east of the B&O rail¬ 
road. 

10-Year Sewer Plan 

Council member Elizabeth Maf- 
fay, in reporting on last week’s 
public hearing on the 10-year Wat¬ 
er and Sewers Program, said that 
the city’s recommendation that the 
entire Smith-Ewing tract be allo¬ 
cated to category #3 — an im¬ 
mediate needs category, instead of 
category #4, which calls for sew¬ 
ering within the next ten years, 
was subjected to criticism by those 
who opposed any further housing 
development at this time. She won¬ 
dered if the city should review its 
position. 

Giese explained that the city’s 
recommendation was based on the 
fact that the area to be served 
by the Briar Ditch drainage sys¬ 
tem (Branch "A”) — which is a 
natural drainage area — has al¬ 
ready been approved for category 
#3. This area includes the Smith* 
Ewing tract south of Greenbelt 
Road which will house the Glenora

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SWIMMING POOL HAS TOUGH TIME 
BREAKING EVEN; RATES TO RISE

Despite several changes in policy 
that resulted in lowered revenues 
for the municipal swimming pool 
during the 1970 season, the pool 
operation apparently broke even. 
Last year, when the 1971 budget 
was adopted, the pool was project¬ 
ed to make a profit of $1,280— 
necessary to meet a sharply in¬ 
creasing rate of debt repayment in 
the 1972 fiscal year. According to 
a special financial report on the 
1970 season, the pool operation just 
about met this goal , (Since the 
pool season straddles two fiscal 
years, council requests a special 
pool report to assist it in setting 
fees.) 

Several changes in the rate 
structure for use of the pool were 
authorized by council, however, 
after last year's budget had been 
adopted. According to estimates 
by city manager James K. Giese, 
these resulted in a reduction of in¬ 
come by about $650. These in¬ 
cluded a small discount offered for 
purchase of passes prior to the 
opening of the pool season and two 
rate reductions in season passes 
made retroactive to the start of 
the season—one for senior citizens 
and one for holders of single 
passes. 

Another change resulted in in¬ 
creased wage costs for the pool. 
This was the council's decision at 
the beginning of the fiscal year to 
pay time and a half for overtime 
-hours, Although Recreation Di¬ 
rector Darald Lofgren tried to aug¬ 
ment the staff after the season had 
opened to reduce this additional 
cost, he was not able to bring the 
staff to a size sufficient to elimi¬ 
nate overtime payments altogether. 

Increase in Revenue 
Sales of season passes (in all 
categories except non - resident 
family passes) were greater in 1970 
than in the preceding year. Never¬ 
theless, actual revenue was vir¬ 
tually the same (down $7). Swim¬ 
ming lessons, on the other hand, 
brought an increase of $237 over 
the 1969 season. Daily admissions 
also brought in increased revenue 
in 1970—about $440 more than in 
1969. Revenue from sales of group 
tickets for guests of pass holders 
brought in an additional $100 also 
over last year’s sales. 

But along with increases in reve¬ 
nue was a parallel increase in ex¬ 
penditures for the 1970 season. The 
major expense was salaries, which 
were about $3500 more than last 
year’s. Other operating costs were 
down, however, making the overall 
expenditures for the 1970 season 
about $2000 more than for last 
> r ear. Only the telephone, utilities, 
janitorial supplies, and pool chemi¬ 
cals showed increases over the pre¬ 
vious season’s costs. Such items as 
repairs, advertising, uniforms, and 
minor equipment showed small de¬ 
creases. 

Concession Profit 
For the first time in several sea¬ 
sons the refreshment stand conces¬ 
sion made money. In previous 
years the concession has been a 
money loser. But in 1970 theree 
changes were instituted in its 
method of operation: (1) lowering 
of the total volume of goods to be 
offered, (2) concentration on of¬ 
fering only high-selling items, such 
as popcorn and ice cream bars, and 
(3) staying open only during peak 
hours. These changes lowered sig¬ 
nificantly the salary costs for op¬ 
erating the concession. Young 
adults, instead of a more highly 
paid senior manager, were able to 
supervise the reduced inventory. 

Thus, profits for the concession 
last summer were $236. as com¬ 
pared with a deficit for the 1969

It will cost users of the Green¬ 
belt swimming pool more to swim 
this year. This was made certain by 
council last Monday night when it 
adopted a new schedule of rates for 
the 1971 season. The family season 
admission pass will rise 25 percent 
— from $28 to $35; that of a single 
person —• from $14 to $17.50; and 
that of a senior citizen aged 62 and 
over — from $10 to $13. Similar 
increases will go into effect for 
non-Greenbelt residents; the fam¬ 
ily pass from $60 to $75 and the 
single pass from $30 to $37.50. 

The daily admission rate for 
Greenbelt adults will increase at a 
more moderate rate — from 90c 
to $1. For non-Greenbelt residents, 
the daily admission rate would rise 
from $1,40 to $1.50 and the child 
daily admission — from 90c to $1. 

Some rates will not change, how¬ 
ever. The daily admission rate for 
Greenbelt children and aged pers¬ 
ons will remain at 50 cents. There 
will also be no change in the fees 
for swimming lessons. Campers 
from the Greenbelt Regional Park 
will continue to be allowed to swim 
after 5 p.ra. at the non-residential 
daily admission rates. 

In justifying the increase, city 
manager Giese said that the pool 
operated at a break-even point 
last season. This meant that there 
was no profit available to be set 
aside for the redemption of fu¬ 
ture payments of bond principal 
and interest. According to the 
terms of the loan obtained to re¬ 
construct the pool in 1966, the 
amount of principal to be paid back 
increases $5,000 a year starting next 
year. To date, the funds set side 
to absorb the shock of this change 
in debt repayment are minimal. 

Giese also expressed concern that 
the operation of the swimming pool 
has not yielded enough revenue to 
provide for future replacement of 
any swimming pool items. 

In addition, Giese noted that the 
city is faced with increasing ex¬ 
penditures for operating the pooh 
Wage scales are regularly increas¬ 
ed and the city is now paying 
time-and-a-half for overtime work. 
Swimming pool staff members cus¬ 
tomarily work more than 40 hours 
a week. Utility service charges and 
pool chemical costs are increased 
periodically. Most recently, Giese 
said, the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission has proposed 
a substantial increase in its water 
and sewer rates. 

The last major increase in pool 
rates was made in 1969. Giese ex¬ 
pects that with the new increases 
sufficient funds will be generated 
to meet current operating expenses 
and debt service, and to provide a 
small reserve for future debt serv¬ 
ice payment or for equipment re¬ 
placement. The pool is intended to 
be on a self-supporting basis. 

Giese said that although the 
increases are substantial, the 
Greenbelt swimming pool "should 
still be the best bargain in the 
area." As a comparison, he added, 
the City of Rockville charges its 
families $60 for a summer season 
plan at its outdoor swimming pooh

Greenbelt Housing Census 

Greenbelt has 6,519 residential 
dwellings, housing a population of 
18,110, according to the 1970 De¬ 
cennial Census. This comes out to 
2.8 persons per occupied unit, one 
of the lowest rates in Prince Geo- 
orges county. The rate for the 
county as a whole was 3.3. 

This low occupancy per unit 
can be traced to the fact that 
Greenbelt has more than its share 
of apartment units and accordingly 
fewer rooms per unit than that of 
other areas. 

Of Greenbelt’s 6519 units, 2,014 
are listed as owner-occupied (in¬ 
cluding Greenbelt Homes, Inc.) and 
4,417 are renter occupied. Eighty- 
eight were vacant at the time of 
the Census in April 1970. Only 
Langley Park and Laurel had such 
a high 2 to 1 proportion of renter- 
occupied units. 

The median size of a Greenbelt 
unit was 4.6 rooms (that is, half 
the homes had more, half less). The 
county median was 5.2 rooms. The 

Langley Park and Laurel develop¬ 
ments had medians of 4.0 and 4.5, 
respectively. 

The median rental charge for 
Greenbelt renter-occupied houses 
in April 1970 was $168 a month. 
(GHI houses are not included in 
this figure.) The only area in Prince 
Georges County to have a higher 
average was Bowie. The median 
for the county was $143. 

For the 668 owner-occupied 
homes in Greenbelt (excluding 
GHI), the median value in April 
1970 was $27,000. This was very 
close to the $27,700 median for the’ 
metropolitan area, which includes 
Washington, D. C. and parts of 
Maryland and Virginia. The Prince 
Georges county average was $23,700 
and the Montgomery county aver¬ 
age was $32,700. 


Parcels 1 and 2 are the undevel¬ 
oped tracts between the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. property. Par¬ 
cel 15 is the undeveloped land 
south of Greenbelt Lake adjacent 
to the Capital Beltway. 

Giese "guesstimated" that the 
three pieces of property (exclud¬ 
ing the 72 acres now owned by the 
school board) would cost $1.8 mil- 
lian, but cautioned that this esti¬ 
mate could be substantially off if 
only slight changes were made in 
the per acre valuations he used. 
The figure might be reduced to $1 
million if Federal and State open- 
space grants were forthcoming. 

Assuming that the $1 million 
purchase could be financed through 
a 25-year bond issue, Giese esti¬ 
mated that the annual debt service 
would be somewhere around $75,000

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Parking Problems 

To the Editor: 

An anonymous person sent me a 
copy of Mr. Charles McDonald’s 
recent letter to the News Review 
in which he stated that he “was 
disappointed to learn that GHI had 
turned down a plan for more park¬ 
ing at 18 Ridge Road and shelved 
another request at 5 South way 
Road,” (sic) 

I did vote against the 18 Ridge 
request, not because I am unsym¬ 
pathetic to their needs nor because 

1 do not recognize that we indeed 
have a parking problem, but be¬ 
cause I believe that our budget has 
been curtailed too much to spend 
unanticipated sums on additional 
parking space, however much 
needed. I don’t know any real way 
to economize except to quit spend¬ 
ing money, to the extent possible. 

As for 4 Southway, that is a dif¬ 
ferent proposition. Mr. James 
Smith has requested that a drive¬ 
way be cut through from South¬ 
way so he can park a car in his 
garden adjacent to the road. Up to 
now neither the City nor GHI has 
been willing to accede to this re¬ 
quest. 

We are well aware that there is 
a Southway parking problem, but 
allowing residents of end houses to 
put driveways in to the street will 
reduce the total number of parking 
spaces available. The width of a 
driveway plus the space on either 
aide in which parking is not allow¬ 
ed will more than offset the park¬ 
ing relief obtained by putting some 
cars in gardens. 

One solution, if the residents of 

2 and 4 Courts on Southway were 
willing, would be to take a rather 
large section of their gardens to 
make a parking alley. If I lived in 
one of those courts, I would not 
want this, but I do not know their 
views. 

Assuming that they would want 
to lose twelve feet of their gardens 
and look at parked cars--of course 
they could plant screening shrubs 
—unless they all agreed to pay the 
cost of such an alley themselves 
there would be a financing problem 
for GHI. 

If we cannot afford a slight en¬ 
largement of an already existing 
parking lot and a replanting of a 
few shrubs, we certainly cannot at 
this time consider two new parking 
courts.

4, the city crew was out* salting 
and sanding streets in the wake 
of a freezing rain and light snow 
that made streets dangerously 
slippery. 

During the recent bout of bad 
weather the general crew has 
worked inside the Municipal Serv¬ 
ice Building, constructing picnic 
tables.

apartments, and part of the Smith- 
Swing tract north of Greenbeit 
Road, which will house the new 
Greenbeit senior high school and 
part of the Greenbriar apartments. 
The city’s position is that the new 
sub-trunk line programmed for im¬ 
mediate construction to serve this 
area should be built of sufficient 
capacity to serve the remainder 
of the Smith-Ewing tract north of 
Greenbeit Road. (This connection 
through the use of a lift, or pump¬ 
ing station). 

Subsequent to the meeting, Giese 
told a News Review reporter that 
the city is assuming that no sewer 
connections will be made until the 
Blue Plains plant can adequately 
handle the capacity and that the 
city’s action was not intended as 
advocating the lifting of the pre¬ 
sent sewage moratorium. 

Anti-Burning Ordinance 

Council thought it had finally 
cleared for passage an anti-burn¬ 
ing ordinance but got snagged 
down as the measure could not get 
unanimous approval for suspension 
of the rules after a minor change 
in language. The snag involved 
a proposal by Mrs. Maffay that only 
clean burning types of fuel be uti¬ 
lized for any fires granted permis¬ 
sion by the city manager. Coun¬ 
cilman Dick Pilski thought this 
might be too inflexible a rule and 
opposed suspension of the rules for 
this purpose. The measure there¬ 
fore, with the change in language, 
will have to await final passage at 
the next meeting. 

Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board representatives also raised 
a question whether the proposed 
ordinance conflicted with State 
or county laws. Giese and city so¬ 
licitor Emmett Nanna expressed 
their view that there was no con¬ 
flict 

The proposed ordinance prohibits 
outdoor fires but provides for four 
exceptions to the ordinance. They 
are: fires in outdoor fireplaces, pit, 
grills, or stoves; small warming 
fires built in a container; small 
controlled fires, such as the burn¬ 
ing of lighters, matches, etc.; and 
fires for which a permit has been 
issued by the city manager, provid¬ 
ed that such fires not be for the 
burning of trash or the clearing of 
woodland. The ordinance provides 
for a fine not exceeding $100 for the 
first offense and a fine not exceed¬ 
ing $1,000 or 90 days imprisonment 
for each subsequent offense. 

Open-Space Funds 
Council approved a resolution 
authorizing the filing of an amend¬ 
atory application for Federal open- 
space funds to help acquire part 
of parcel 7 and parcel 8 (land near 
entrance to Boxwood Village). The 
city estimates the cost of acquiring 
both parcels will be $238,145, half 
of which it hopes to receive from 
the Federal Government. 

Ordinances Introduced 
Council introduced for first 
reading an ordinance repealing 
present ordinances relating to the 
establishment of a special faxing 
district for the Greenbeit common- 
cial center. This was necessitated 
by a Prince Georges Circuit Court 
ruling which declared the special 
taxing district as not valid. The 
city will also refund all taxes paid 
under these previous ordinances. 
A new ordinance dealing with the 
matter is being prepared. 

Also introduced for first read¬ 
ing was a resolution transferring 
funds from contingency and other 
reserve accounts to cover addition¬ 
al expenditures in the parks and 
playgrounds, engineering, and in¬ 
surance accounts. 

State Legislation 
Council went on record favoring 
State legislation providing for rev¬ 
enue sharing with municipalities, 
rebate of motor fuel taxes paid by 
municipalities, extension from 90 to 
120 days of the deadline for citizens 
filling damage suits against mu¬ 
nicipalities, and a review of tax 
exemption measures for the aged. 

Parking 

Giess recommended to council 
that city action on petition by 
South way residents for off-street 
driveway entrances await the de¬ 
cision of GHI as to whether it will 
permit off-street parking in the 
Sou htway area. 

Other Matters 

The city is planning a special 
registration in May for city voters 
desiring to vote in September’s City 
election . . , Giese was asked to
